Lecture  Tells  of 
South  America 

Dr.  Carol  Mason  Gives 
Geographic,  Economic 
Reasons  for  Discord

Telling  of  the  background  of  the 
South  American  countries,  Dr.  Carol 
Y.  Mason,  of  the  geography  depart¬ 
ment,  delivered  the  third  in  the 
series  of  February  lectures  at  Re¬ 
sidence  Hall  last  Sunday  afternoon. 
Stating  that  it  is  no  accident  that 
much  of  Latin  America  depends 
upon  Europe  rather  than  upon 
North  America  for  trade  Dr.  Mason 
gave  her  audience  something  of  both 
the  cultural  and  geographic  factors 
in  the  development  of  Pan-  Ameri¬ 
canism. 

"Twice  in  tire  twentieth  century 
a.  European  war  has  caused  the 
United  States  to  talk  of  friendship 
with  its  fellow-AmerJcan  republics. 
During  the  years  following  1914  and 
again  today  the  Government  is 
earnestly  fosterng  co-operation 
among  nations  of  the  western  hem¬ 
isphere”,  Dr.  Mason  declared. 

Speaking  on  the  subject,  “Geo¬ 
graphy  and  Pan-Americanism",  Dr. 
Mason  outlined  the  relationships  be¬ 
tween  the  country  and  its  human 
occupation.  "The  physical  character 
of  a  country,  Including  its  climate, 
often  profoundly  influences  the

Tlje  Student  Senate  was  not  all  in 
one  voice  last  week  over  the  pro¬ 
posed  new  college  flag.  The  diffi¬ 
culty  seemed  to  be  whether  the  Rag 
should  be  all  an  athletic  emblem,  or 
should  It  represent  the  college  in 
general.  A  few  of  the  Senators 
seemed  to  think  that  the  flag  should 
represent  more  than  athletics,  and 
protested  having  M.  I.  A.  A.  written 
on  the  flag,  unless  A.  A.  U.  W.  was 
written  on  also,  because  they  be¬ 
lieved  that  this  was  just  as  import¬ 
ant  to  .the  College  and  to  the  stu¬ 
dents  as  athletics. 

But  others,  mainly  of  the  athletic 
Senator  group,  won  out,  and  when 
the  new  flag  is  designed,  for  which 
Incidently  a  prize  of  $2.50  is  being 
offered,  on  it  will  be  written  the 
name  of  the  College,  the  new  Bear¬ 
cat  emblem,  and  the  letters  M.  I. 
A.  A.  (But  no  A.  A.  U.  W.  ) 

Members  of  the  Senate  are  con¬ 
fused  over  the  problem  of  having 
men  and  women  sit  together  at  the 
library,  and  the  matter  long  up  for 
discussion,  seems  to  be  about  where 
it  was  when  started.  The  Senate 
believes  that  the  new  atmosphere  in 
ihe  library  will  lend  itself  more  to 
quiet  behavior  than  when  the  li¬ 
brary  was  in  the  Administration 
Building.  . 

Besides,  say  the  Senators,  it  is  an 
insult  to  \ts  as  grown  men  and 
jvomen,  to  say  that  when  we  go  the 


library  we  have  to  fall  under  on  old 
ruling— that  is  the  children  are  sep¬ 
arated,  the  boys  sitting  together  in 
one  place,  and  the  girls  sitting  to¬ 
gether  in  another.  Like  it  or  not, 
-this  is  a  problem  before  the  Senate, 
but  some  contend  that  the  Senate 
should  take  up  the  matter  of  dis¬ 
turbance  in  assembly,  (which  inci¬ 
dently  has  much  improved  of  late) 
before  they  bother  themselves  with 
the  library  situation. 

There  seems  to  be  no  stopplhg 
these  Bearcats.  Truly  they  are  a 
great  team,  but  it  must  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  the  team  has  a  great 
student  'body  behind  it.  Even  at 
that,  there  is  a  peculiar  thing  about 
this  long  win  streak.  Students  just 
cannot  get  in  their  heads  that  the 
Bearcats  can  be  beaten. 

This  was  evident  when  the  half¬ 
time  score  arrived  in  Maryville  on 
the  game  last  Frdlay  night.  "Was 
it  16  to  15  not  in  favor  of  the 
Bearcats?  No!  It  can  not  be.  That 
is  impossible!  Well,  they  will  pull 
through  in  the  last  half." 

Yes,  it  is  true  they  did.  But  It  took 
two  points  a  minute  for  the  last  ten 
minutes  to  make  the  score  the  way 
to  was.  It  may  be  that  the  players, 
too,  do  not  beflleve  that  they  can  toe 
beaten.  It  may  be  that  moral  con¬ 
fidence  has  won  many  of  these  close 
games.  If  this  is  -true,  more  is  left 
to  determination  than  many  hope 
for.

On  Second  Thought 

By  Eleanor  Calfee 
Carl  Sandburg’s  work  on  the  life 
oi  Abraham  Lincoln  Is  contained  in 
four  volumes  and  2,503  pages,  arid 
represents  rather  a  stupendous  un¬ 
dertaking. 

Although  this  amount  of  material 
spems  enormous,  yet  when  onp  con¬ 
siders  the  world  of  Lincoln  himsplf, 
the  volumes  no  longer  spjflh  so  im¬ 
mense,  Lincoln’s  printed  speeches 
and  writings  alone  represen  j.  i,078,- 
365  words,  more  words  than  Shake¬ 
speare’s  complete  works,  and  more 
words  than  are  found  in  the  Bible, 
includig  the  Apocrypha.  ^ 
Sandburg  said  of  his  books,  “Sup¬ 
posing  all  could  be  told,  it  would 
take  a  far  longer  time  to  tell  it 
than  was  taken  to  act  it  in  life.” 
the  wilting  of  the  life  of  Lincoln 
has  been  -the  major  work  of  Carl 
■Sandburg’s  life. 


1  More  than  ten  years  age  lip  wrpte, 
"For  thirty  years.,  I  have  planned  to 
make  a  certain  portrait  of  Abraham 
Lincoln.”  Now  he  has  completed  the 
work,  at  the  age  of  sixty  one. 

Sandburg,  who  spoke  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  a  few  years  ago,  is  probably 
best  known  to  students  for  his 
poetry  in  the  book  “Slaps  of  the 
Sunburnt  West”,  and  for  such  poems 
as  "Chicago,”  and  the  collection, 
“The  American  Song  Bag.” 

According  to  some  critics,  Sand¬ 
burg’s  story  of  Abraham  Lincoln  Is 
an  interpretation  of  Lincoln’s  per¬ 
sonality  which  is  scientifically  and 
carefully  exact.  He  has  made  no  at¬ 
tempt  to  make  Lincoln  a  legendary 
or  mythical  character.  Rather  he 
has  tried  to  sift  and  select  material 
in  such  a  way  that  his  portrait  of 
Lincoln  is  realistic  and  true.  There 
is  in  the  books  much  of  Sandburg 
himself ,  and  much  of  the  lives  of 
the  American  people.

The  commission  recommends  a 
widely  expanded  federal  work  pro¬ 
gram  of  “producing  the  goods  and 
services  which  are  needed  by  the 
young  people  themselves  and  by 
others  who  are  unemployed  and  in 
need.”  ,

Austin,  Texas.  February  2fe-L<gtu- 
dent  thought  on  the  college  'campus, 
like  public  opinion  elsewhere  'over 
the  nation,  is  now  turning  t awards 
the  November  elections  and -the' is¬ 
sues  that  are  likely  to  be  involved. 
The  collegians  of  the.  country  agi-Ce 
with  the  American  voter  that  'the 
most  important  problem  of  the  day 
is  how  to  keep  the  United  States 
out  of  war.  Unemployment  comes 
next. 

Interviewers  for  the  Student 
Opinion  Surveys,  of  'which  the 
Northwest  Missourian  is  a  member, 
asked  students  over  the  nation 
"What  do  you  believe  is  the  most 
important  problem  facing  the 
United  States  today?”  From  every 
section,  -New  England  to  the  deep 
South,  Middle  Atlantic  to  the  Far 
West,  the  answer  of  the  greatest 
number  was  the  same :  how  to  stay 
out  of  war.  Many  other  problems 
were  mentioned,  as  follows: 

1.  Keeping  the  U.  S.  out  of  war- 
43  % 

2.  Solving  unemployment  17% 

3.  Balancing  the  budget  7% 

4.  Solving  labor  problems  3% 

5.  Recovery  of  business  3% 

6.  Threats  to  democracy  2% 

7.  Inequality  of  incomes  1% 

8.  Solving  youth  problems  1% 

9.  The  1940  elections  1% 

10.  Relief  1% 

11.  Others  and  no  opinion  21% 

In  this  instance,  as  has  been ‘the 

case  in  many  Surveys,  college  pe&ple 
show  practically  the  sarnie 1  sferitl- 
ments  that  other  studies  of  the 
general  electorate  have  pointed  but. 
The  question  of  war  and -‘finding 
employment  for  the  .jobless  arie  par¬ 
amount  in  the  minds  of  most1  Amer¬ 
icans,  yourig  and  old.  Business  re¬ 
covery,  however,  seems  to  be  more 
important  to  the  average  voter,. who 
placed  that  third  in  the  latest 
sampling  of  opinion,  while  the  col¬ 
legians  gave  third  place  to  the  bud¬ 
get.  -  •  .  •  ■ 

(  It  is  significant  that  the  college 
student  has  consistently  demonstra¬ 
ted  parallel  feelings  regarding  lEkir- 
ope’s  troubles,  for  the  Surveys,  using 
a  scientific  cross  section  that,  rep¬ 
resents  the  total  U.  S.  enrollment, 
lias  found: 

1.  Li  October  most  students,, said 
we  should  not  send  troops  to  help 
the  allies,  even  if  they  werorin  dan¬ 
ger  of  losing  .to  Germany. 

2.  At  the  same  .time,  58  per... cent 
opposed  change  of  the  neutrality 
law,  mainly  because  they  believed 
to  do  so  might  involve  us.  ’ 

3.  In  December  68  per  cent  be¬ 
lieved  we  could  stay  out  of  the  war. 

Sympathy  for  Finland,  however, 
seems  to  be  strong  enough  foy  stu¬ 
dents  to  sanotion  loans  of  American 
cash  to  that  country,  as  the  Sur¬ 
veys  indicated  in  January.  Subse¬ 
quent  shifts  in  these  sentiments  fu¬ 
ture  Surveys  will  show.

change  of  goods.  Chile  is  better 
situated  than  Argentina,  stated  the 
speaker. 

U.  S.  May  Trade  With  Brazil 

The  other  A-B-C  country,  Brazil, 
is  not  only  by  far  the  largest  of 
South  America,  but  is  slightly  larger 
than  the  United  States  itself. 

“For  Brazil  as  a  whole,  climatic 
resources  are  varied,  mineral  re¬ 
sources  of  value.  The  outlook  for 
trade  with  the  United  States  is 
brighter  than  for  either  Argentina 
or  Chile,  since  the  variety  of  pro¬ 
ducts  which  the  northern  country 
can  purchase  without  competition 
with  home  production  is  far  great¬ 
er,"  Dr.  Mason  explained. 

“The  practical  background  of  a 
real  Pan-Americanism  must  pro¬ 
bably  come  from  an  Increase  in  in¬ 
ter-dependence  of  the  nations.  But 
there  is  a  psychological  and  a  cul¬ 
tural  side,  partly  in  connection  with 
and  partly  entirely  separate  from 
matters  of  trade,  and  to  some  extent 
this  side  also  has  its  background  in 
physical  characteristics  of  the 
countries,”  Dr.  Mason  emphasized. 

Try  for  Good-Will 

In  the  face  of  many  problems,  a 
definite  effort  is  now  being  made 
to  create  an  understanding  between 
the  people  of  the  two  Americas,  to 
induce  more  trade,  and  to  give  them 
confidence  in  each  other.  The  con¬ 
struction  of  the  Pan-American 
highway,  good-will  tours,  the  Pan- 
American  Union,  the  National  Re¬ 
search  Council,  and  the  exchange  of 
students  and  professors  between  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  of  the  two 
continents  were  listed  by  Dr.  Mason 
as  contributing  factors  for  mutual 
understanding  between  the  Ameri¬ 
cas. 

“An  interchange  of  culture  may  to 
some  degree  create  understanding 
but  since  the  two  cultures  probably 
can  not  really  mix,  it  is  impossible 
(to  say  how  far  tills  understanding 
can  go.  Even  the  future  of  trade 
must  remain  a  vague  uncertainty, 
since  there  is  still  the  possibility 
that  the  present  increase  may  be  as 
ephemeral  as  that  of  the  last  war. 
But  the  future  alone  can  show  the 
I  outcome.  Pan-Americanism  is  still 
a  dream,”  Dr,  Mason  concluded.

Plans  for  Spring 
Music,  Dramatic 
Meets  Announced 

High  Schools  Entering 
Will  Compete  in  Towns 
I  Selected  in  District 

Additional  plans  for  holding  the 
northwest  Missouri  district  music 
end  dramatic  festivals  this  year  have 
been  made,  according  to  Mr.  H.  R 
Dieterich.  The  new  plan,  which  in¬ 
volves  a  decentralization  of  the 
events  in  the  spring  contests,  has 
been  made  for  the  convenience  of 
the  competing  schools. 

In  previous  years,  schools  de¬ 
siring  to  compete  in  the  music 
festivals  have  come,  often  at  con-  | 
stderable  expense,  to  the  College, ! 
at  Maryville,  where  the  contests  were  I 
being  held.  This  year,  it  is  planned 
that  schools  will  attend  the  contests 
of  four  selected  points  in  the  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  Teachers  College 
district.  This  is  being  done  to  make 
it  unnessary  for  schools  to  travel 
long  distances  in  order  to  reach  the 
point  where  the  festival  is  to  be  held. 
The  change  is  also  intended  to  per¬ 
mit  a  greater  number  of  persons  to 
compete  in  the  events. 

Each  district  festival  will  be  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  College,  but  it  will  be 
managed  by  a  local  committee  work¬ 
ing  with  tlie  district  manager.  The 
local  committees  will  have  general 
charge  at  each  point,  and  schools 
will  be  certified  to  state  music  and 
dramatic  festivals  direct  from  each 
center,  according  to  the  state  reg¬ 
ulations  for  certification. 

College  to  Name  Judges 

Judges  for  each  district  festival 
will  be  appointed  by  the  College,  and 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  have 
properly  qualified  judges  at  each 
festival.  It  Is  hoped  that  competing 
schools  will  enter  the  festival 
to  them,  but  if  they  so  desire,  they 
j  may  enter  a  festival  on  April  5  or 
’  G,  and  again  enter  the  festival  to  be 
I  held  at  Maryville  on  April  12  and  13. 

The  districts  selected  by  the  Col¬ 
lege  for  each  festival  have  already 
been  selected,  with  Bethany,  Chilli- 
cothe,  and  North  Kansas  City  ser¬ 
ving  as  the  sites  for  the  April  4,  5 
and  6  festivals.  The  fourth  district 
festival  will  be  held  at  Maryville, 

;  April  12  and  13. 

Other  interscholastic  competitions 
sponsored  by  the  College  will  be  held 
In  Maryville  as  usual.  The  district 
Vocational  Agriculture  judging  con¬ 
tests,  and  the  speaking  contests  will 
be  held  at  the  College  on  April  20. 
The  district  commercial  contests 
will  also  be  held  on  that  date,  and 
the  district  track  and  field  meet  will 
be  held  a  week  later,  on  Api'll  27, 
closing  the  program  for  the  spring 
contests.

3.  In  general  terms,  the  Congress 
approved  of  cooperation  with  labor 
and  farm  organizations  which  have 
a  legislative  program  like  the  Con¬ 
gress’. 

4.  In  favor  of  an  Inter-American 
Youth  Congress  to  be  held  in  Ha¬ 
vana  about  Sept.  1. 

5.  In  favor  of  sending  a  message 
from  American  youth  to  World 
Youth  Congress  committees  in  52 
nations  pTedlng  to  work  for  "world 
peace  and  social  justice.”
